G reat Interest hasbeen aw akened by the 
recent utterance* of our school lioatd con­ 
cerning the Bible In our public schools, lf 
the patriotic orders, m inisters of the gospel 
and good citizens had rem ained silent, the JO 
years history of the schools boards of this 
city would have been repeated. Hut, thank 
God, history do*** not alw ays repeat Itself, 
and 
our earnest 
prayer is th a t 
every 
patriotic, llberty-lovlng citizen may see to 
It th a t past history,In present achievem ent*, 
may be redeem ed from Its m istakes. 
We should assum e, in this discussion, th a t

An 
em inent th in k er ha* said recently: "No state 
has heretofore attained a perm anent life 
w ithout some faith In a higher than hum an 
power. Som ething above man to which man 
issu b ject has alway* been a recognized bond 
of society.

Am erican com m on weal til occupies a 
position of Indifference to all religion la con­ 
trad icted by the facts of our history, of our 
laws. and by all sound philosophy." 
Let us look a little further. 
When Ile 
Tocquevllle. 40 years since, returned to 
France, and reported In perm anent form the 
results of his wise and philosophic study of 
our Institutions, he said: "A lthough the 
trav elers who have visited North Am erica 
rti ffer on m any point*, they all agree In re- 
rna-king t h a t /n o tal* »re far more strict 


t h e r e th an elsewhere. H is evident that, on 


t h i s point, th# Americans an- very superior 
to th eir progenitors, the English." 
•T he new state* m ust be religious In order

It cannot lie doubted th a t In the 
United Htates the Instruction of the people 
powerfully contribute* to the support of the 
Dem ocratic republic; and such m ust alw ays 
be the case, I believe, where the Instruction 
which enlightens the understanding is not 
separated from the m oral education which 
a ruanda tho boart. 
-T he sects which exist In the Cnited Blate* 
a re I n n u m e r a b l e . They all differ In respect 
to th e worship which is due to the C real sr; 
but t bey all agree in respect tothe, duties 
which ave due from m an to m an. ch ristian 
m orality Iseveryw here the same. C hristian­ 
ity 
b y regulating dom estic life. regulates 
the state, 
flurry principle of the moral 
world is Axed and determ inate.

"The greatest p art af British Am erica was 
peopled by men who after having shaken 
off the a u t h o r i t y of the pope, acknowledged 
no oilier religious suprem acy. They brought 
With them in to Hie new world a form of 
C h r i s t i a n i t y , which I cannot b etter describe 
than by styling It -a dem ocratic and repub­ 
lican religion. This contributed powerfully 
to the establishm ent of a republic, and a 
dem ocracy in public affairs; and, from the 


b e g i n n i n g , politics and religion contracted 
an alliance which ha# never been dissolved. 
The facts here staled have to do with the 
daeuawkfo of the Bible ta our school*, since 


the perm anance of Republican governm ent 
I* wrapped up In C hristian m oral*, a* ap ­ 
plied to our com m on and higher education

W hat 
purpose? To glorify God and enjoy him for­ 
ever. Every child ha* a Giree-fold natu re, 
body, mind and soul, and these dwell as mu 
Inseparable unity during life 
T h erefo r 
the sta te , ss a sym bol and em bodim ent of 
m orality, 
Is a necessity to m an’s m oral 
nature. The Stale Is obliged to own t In Isl- 
tautly as vital to Its own existence. 
We 
believe th a t our schools, its representative of 
the Stat**, should see to It th a t body, mind 
and spirit should have sym m etrical develop 
Lieut. 
But lf all three can ’t he de re lop*'ti 
sym m etrically, which shall receive Hie most 
attention?

IO were adopted, 37 indentured, 17 
transferred to other institutions, 6 
discharged on account of airt and 29 
placed out on trial, leaving 124 in the 
home on Oct, 31. 1895. Thirty-nine 
of the Inmates were sent from this 
county. The expenses of the Institu­ 
tion for the year were $13,283 14, leav­ 
ing a c uh balance of $975 68.

AN APPEAL FOR SILVER. 


National Chairman Mott louie* an Ad­ 
dr r im to th* Tropia. 
W ashington, Feb. 17.—J. J. Mott, 
chairman of the national silver com­ 
mittee, has issued an address to the peo­ 
ple, asking them to forget party in a 
combined effort for the cause of silver. 
He says: “ Both the Democratic and 
Republican parties are under the blight­ 
ing influence of the eastern money 
power.

Shall it be another cam{>aign of strad­ 
dling and equivocations? 
<)r shall the 
issue be squarely on the free coinage of 
silver and gold and a president elect<*d 
who represents the people on that great 
question? 
“The one hope of the people, I am 
convinced, is in the •lection of a presi­ 
dent pl**dged, unconditionally and un­ 
reservedly, to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold, the same as 
from the foundation of our government 
until 1873. 
Aud also unconditionally 
pledged in favor of a national currency, 
without the intervention of banks of is­ 
sue and against the issuance of interest- 
bearing bonds in time of peace for any 
purpose whatever.”

Kcualort Already Talking A hon! It—Prob­ 
able Work of the Week.

This bill would give each 
prisoner t2 per day for each da? be 
spent In southern prisons,and increase 
his pension, if he has one. to 9 12 per 
m outh. 
President .Sheriff, who was 
In W ashington, says; 
‘T he assurances we received from 
Mr. Pickier, of N orth Dakota, chair­ 
man of the com m lttM on invalid pen­ 
sions; 
Mr. K irkpatrick, of Kansas, 
and George B. McClellan, son of tbe 
great general, who in a manner polled 
the committee. led ua to believe tbe 
(ximmlttee would make a favorable 
report on the bill. Benators Cameron, 
Quay, Cullom and others assured us 
tha t there would l>e no trouble about 
tbe bill passing the senate if tt was 
recommended by the com mittee, and 
Congressman Stone, Dalzell, McMtl- 
lan.of Tennessee.and General Hulick, 
of ( )blo, as well as a number of others, 
spoke to us favorably of the chances 
of the bill In the bouse, provided tbe 
com m ittee recommended It. 
Tbey 
said they all favored such a bill rather 
than the private pension bills, which 
overflow the house.” 
President Hberiff further says, re­ 
specting General G rant’s order about 
prisimers of war:

It included facts such as 
General G rant’s order to General But­ 
ler, who was then a)mmis8ioner of ex­ 
change, forbidding him to make any 
exchange of prisoners until further 
orders from General Grant. T he lat­ 
ter said It was better to sacrlflce men 
then in rebel prisons than to exchange 
sound, able-bodied men 
for weak, 
em aciated ones, be knowing tha t tbe 
Confederates would put these able- 
bodied men in front, which would 
make a corps larger than any General 
Lee then had In bis front, thus pre 
longing the war. 
“ He regretted very much the neoes 
slty of allowing men to starve and 
die from exposure, but in Justice to 
the men in front, be felt it was the 
better plan and would readily end tbe 
war. Thus it was tha t men were 
kept prisoners by the southern army 
who m ight have been out. re-enllsted, 
gotten bounties, etc.”

UNION EX-PRISONERS OF WAR. 


I.nrul r.i rn»»Bi>r« will Nut* L«gl«l«>lwu 
In Th«lr g«»Br. 
There are a number of old veterans 
in this Immediate section who were so 
unfortunate as to be captured bv the 
Johnnies during the late rel>elilon, 
and who suffered severely In southern 
prison p»*ns. Micb aa Andersonville, of 
Infamous fame, Libby, Castle Thun­ 
der, Belie Island, Florence. Millen, 
Charleston Jail and kindred places. 
Our local residents who were thus 
penned up by the fortune of war have 
tieen In communication with 
Vice 
President Charlea F. .Sheriff, of Pitta- 
hurg, and the latter gentleman in­ 
forms the local lads th at there la a 
possibility th at favorable legislation 
will be enacted at Washington City, 
and that s< me remuneration will be 
given to the veterans who are yet able 
to answer toll call on thia lower earth. 
The hr use committee on Invalid pen­ 
sions gave 
the committee which 
waited upon them, from the ex-pris- 
onera association, the assurance th at 
their plea should receive favorable 
consideration. 
Uongreaamao 
B. J. 
Halner, 
of Nebraska, 
bas a bill 
before Congress, which is house bill 
No 306. There were at one time In 
rebel prisons 196,000 men. Those now 
living are estimated at .50,000, show­ 
ing that the boys have passed away 
rapidly. If the bill passes, It will re­ 
quire one million dollars to satisfy its 
provlsiooB. This bill would give each 
prisoner 12 per day for each day he 
•pent lo southern prisons,and increase 
his peosloD. if be has one, to 112 per 
month. 
President .Sheriff, who was 
to Washington, says: 
“The assurances we received from 
Mr. Pickier, of North Dakota, chair­ 
man of the committee on invalid pen 
slons; Mr. Kirkpatrick, of Kansas, 
and George B. McClellan, son of the 
great general, who to a manner polled 
the oommtttee, led us to believe the 
committee would make a favorable 
report on the bill. Senators Cameron, 
Quay. Cullom sod others assured us 
that there would tie nu trouble about 
the bill passing tho senate if it was 
recommended by the committee, and 
Congressman Stone, Dalzell, McMil­ 
lan,of Tennessee,and General Hullck, 
of Ohio, as well as a number of others, 
spoke to us favorably of the chances 
of the bill lo the house, provided the 
committee recommended It. 
They 
said they all favored such a bill rather 
than the private peosiun bills, which 
overflow the house.” 
President Sheriff further says, re­ 
specting General Grant’s order about 
prisitners of war: 
“They asked us for certain data 
about ex-prlsooers, which 
we fur 
Dished. 
It included facts such as 
General Grant’s order to General But­ 
ler, who was then commissioner of ex­ 
change, forbidding him to make any 
exchange of prisoners until further 
orders from General Grant. The lat­ 
ter said It was better to sacrifice men 
then In rebel prisons than to exchange 
sound, able-bodied men 
for weak, 
emaciated ones, be knowing that the 
Confederates would put these able­ 
bodied men in front, which would 
mage a corps larger than any General 
Lee then had in bis front, thus pre 
longing the war. 
“ He regretted very much the neces­ 
sity of allowing men to starve and 
die from exposure, but in Justice to 
the men lo front, he felt It was the 
better plan and would readily end the 
war. Thus It was that men were 
kept prisoners by the southern army 
who might have been out. re-enlisted, 
gotten bounties, etc.”
